The Clover Seed Problem 
Since the discovery that south­ 
ern European clover seed is 
u n a ­ 
dopted to Indiana conditions there 
has been so keen a demand for n a ­ 
tive seed that 
the 
quality factor 
lias in many cases been ignored. 
A 
great deal of 
home-grown 
clover 
seed has been used, according to A. 
\. Hansen of 
the Purdue 
exten­ 
sion staff, that is unfit for seeding 
purposes on account of the 
high 
weed-seed content. 
An examination of several 
hun­ 
dred analyses of clover seed offeree 
for sale last year in Indiana reveal 
ed a number of eases in which 
the 
weed-seod content was over 10,000 
per pound, and such seed is unprofi­ 
table for farm use even though it is 
home-grown. One sample contained 
5,490 buckhorn seeds per pound, a n ­ 
other contained dangerous 
doddei 
seeds at tin* rate of 720 per pound 
and still another was infested 
with 
1,800 curled dock seeds per pound. 
One of I fie worst samples examined 
containd 27,009 weed 
seeds 
per 
pound, including 340 buckhorn, 850 
plantain, 1785 curled dock, 404 dod­ 
der and 1711 red sorrel 
seeds 
per 
pound. 
Such seed, even though of native 
« rigin and not likely to result 
in 
winter killing, would he far more 
dangerous to use than clean foreign 
seed, since stocking the farm with 
weeds will cause more damage 
in 
the log nrun than winter killing. 
Farmers should take th is warn­ 
ing for what it is worth and insist 
on home-grown 
seed 
free
